Polio Injections 


Available May 9 


The critical polio season is, 
once mors, just around the 
eorner. In view of this fact and 
the fact that 48,000,000 persons 
under the age of 40 have not yet 
received @ singie injection of 
polio vaccine, the associated stu- 
dents of SSC, under the ‘lirection 
of Dr. Simpson and the colleve 
health center, a polio innoculation 
program will be conducted on 
campus. Innoculetions will be 
given Friday, May 9, in the stu- 
dent heaith center. A charge of 
one doliar may be payed at the 
time of reyistration, ‘a front of 
the cafeteria from 9-2, May 5 
and 6. All persons who ha not 
had their first or secon t 
may take advantage c* this c,. 
portunity. A second shet will be 
given early in June 

The following are important 


facts regarding polio and polio 
imnoculations, according to Floyd 
Fenocchio, program chairman. 
(1) Vaccine is safe, inexpen- 
sive, and offers a high degree of 
protection against the disease. 
The vaccine is considered to be 
about $0 per cent effective. 


(2) The seriousness of an out- 
break of >>!» canot be predicted. 
An ep easily oceur, 

(3) scubstintial ummunity con- 
tinues for ‘ast three or four 


years in those completely vac- 
ci ated (three injections). 

(4) Any person under age 45 
should start the vaccination pro- 
gram or complete it if started but 
not finished. 

(5) Three injections are given. 
After the first one, the second 
duse is given one month later. 
The third is given seven months 
after the second,

Speaks Here 
May 10 in LT 


George Wells Beadle, interna- 
tionally famous biochemical ge- 
neticist and Chairmen of the Div- 
ision of Biology at the California 
Institute cf Technology. will 
speak on “Science and Man’s 
Culture” 9 a.m. Saturday, May 
10, in the Little Theater at SSC. 


The talk wil] be a part of an 
open house program at which the 
newly opened Life Science build- 
ing will be on display. Faculty 
of the Division of Science and 
Mathematics will conduct a series 
of demonstrations, and wil] be 
available to answer questions 
about degree programs in the 
areas of applied science, engi- 
neering, geology, physics, chem- 
istry, mathematics, _ statistics 
laboratory technology, nursing 
and life science. 

Dr. Beadle’s contibutions to 
the fields of genetics and bic- 
chemistry have been many. Per- 
haps best known to the public js 
his work with Dr. E. L. Tatum 
of Stanford University disclosing 
that vitamins and amino acide 
living cel! are under control of 
the genes. Practical application 
of this discovery led to a four- 
feld increase in penicillin pro- 
auction in World War I. 


Dr. Beadle is chairman of the 
scientific advisory council of the 
American Cancer Society, and 
chairman of the Nationa! Acad- 
emy of Science’s Committee on 
Genetic Effects of Atomic Radia- 
tion. He served as president of 
the American Association for the 
Advancement ‘of Science in 1955- 
56, and as president of the Ge- 
netics Society in 1946. In 1953 
he won the Danish Emil Chris- 
tian Hansen Prize, the Dver Lec- 
tureship Award in 1951, the 
Lasker Award, and the Anierican 
Public Health Assiciation in 1950.
